from both factions in the controversy. 
They were all declined, as all persons 
concerned in the affair are notified 
that there ia no room in the Appeal for 
these affidavits, except at the uniform 
price of.$l per line.—Carson Appeal. 


The affidavit mill at the Orphan's 


Home should be investigated by the 
Ormsby County Grand Jary. The 
Home is a Stets institution supported 
by the taxpayers, and as the Legisla- 
ture is not in session it devolves upon 
the authorities of the county in which 
the Home is situated, to investigate 
the matter and, if .possible, ascertain 
the real condition of affairs at the 
Home. The Carson News almost daily 
bristles with affidavits and counter 
affidavits from inmates and employes 
at the Home. 
Some of the affiants 


vaguely proclaim to the public that 
they testified falsely on the witness 
stand. Not only have the inmates of 
tbe home, who' are the wards of the 
State, but some of the employes at the 
institution also proclaimed themselves 
perjurers. 


To an outsider who has no interest in 


the controversy between the employes 
at tha Home, except the general one 
that those who are swearing falnely 
should be punished, it would seem to 
be the duty of the District Attorney or 
Judge.of the District Court to call the 
attention of the Grand Jury to the 
matter. The authorities cannot afford 
to let the subject pass unnoticed. 


Clean up the Back Yards and Alleys. 
In view of the near approach of the 


Fourth of July and the prospective 
celebration in Reno, the usual word of 
caution regarding fire is riot out of 
place. Many a town after a creditable 
celebration and while the people were 
enjoyin? the closing sceaes of the days 
festivities, through the oversight or 
carelessness on the part of someone, 
has suffered seriously, or has been to- 
tally destroyed by fire. The backyards, 
alleys, etc, should be cleaned up; rub- 
bish and manure piles near buildings 
removed and such other precautions 
against a stray firecracker taken as 
may be necessary.

A big flre 
in Reno now would be a disaster and 
by each property holder using a rea- 
sonable diligence, the danger can be 
greatly reducec).

GREEN BADGES OF COURAGE. 


Saslies Worn by Army Surgeons aurt Their 


History. 


A great many people do not. know 


why army surgeons wear green sashes, 
It is not so much an insignia of rank us 
it is a protection to the wearer. Accord 
ing to the code of \var, surgeons are 
never shot or taken prisoners. To delib- 
erately shoot a surgeon while he is 
wearing his sash is considered a viola 
tion of tbe code, punishable by death. 


Because of this provision surgeons oi 


ono army never refuse to look "after the 
wounded of tho other army ijE it is possi 
ble for them to do so. During the civi 
war it ;was often the oaso' that after a 
battle the field hospitals would contain 
ulinost an equal number of men clressec 
iu bine and gray. The Fedara) aruij 
bad the best surgeons -and the bes 
stores, and a wounded Con federate cou 
sidered himself iu great luck if he wa 
removed to a Federal hospital to be 
cured for by Federal surgeons and pby 
.sicians. 


But in the heat of battle a green sash 


is not much protection, and surgeon; 
were often wounded or killed. But thi 
did. liot keep ths surgeons at the rea 
tmtil the battle was over. They wer 
often found in the thick of the fray 
dressing wounds and sending tho wound 
ed to the rear. Theirs was a perilous a 
well as a uoble duty, and they perform 
ed it well.— Omaha World-Herald.

3. Bernard Shaw Says the Clamor Atoout 


It Is All Nonaeww.' 


In a lettor to the editor of the Lection 


Dhroniole G. Bernard Shaw writes: 


I should have thought, now that we 


have an academy of letters, that it might 
rescue us from the gentlemen who occa- 
sionally writo to yon to explain liov» 
English should be written. SOKO time 
ago yon let loose an unhappy oreatoro 
to whom some competent person bad 
Incautiously pointed ont a common 
blunder in the use of .''and which." 
Not understanding the matter, he .began 
accusing every writer in whose worka 
he oonld discover "and which" of 
writing bad English, With yonr per- 
mission^-! have extinguished him, and 
be has not since been heard of. Thcro 
was some "excuse for that poor .wretch, 
because tfifire unquestionable isja^wrosg 
w.ay of using "and which," bnWor tbu 
split infinitive" pest there is no exonso 


at all. ' There, -is nothing whatever 'to 
mislead him escept bisiown nature.' :If 
arij. maq^em.to^ohjeclrto^a split jhdic- 
ative such as "I greatly regret," or 
a split subjunctive such as "I should 
greiitly prefer," or a split imperative 
sccb as "come filbwly'np," what news- 
paper would waste an inch of space ou 
his foolish ignorance? And yet this split 
infinitive nonsense is taken quite seri- 
ously by editors who are sufficiently 
good writers to repeatedly use it them- 
selves. 


The infinitive la a mood in which the 


position of the adverb cannot possibly 
produce ambiguity; consequently tha 
order of the wordj is not a matter ol 
grammar, but of stylo, of which the ear 
is the only arbiter. 
The ear often de- 


mands tho split infinitive and wi'l have 
it iu spite of nil the silly people who do 
not know what style means. 


When these infinite insects are din- 


posed of, you will no ctonbt be attacked 
in due course by the even more impu- 
dent impostors who, though they pro- 
nounce the word "color" so as to rhyme 
with "duller," and never hear it and 
never have hear;! it and never-will hear 
it pronounced in any other vray, from 
time to time pretend to be shocked 
when it is spelt without a "u." 'I trust 
you will always insist on these nui- 
sances definitely "stating whether they 
pronounce it or "honor" or "neighbor" 
or "favor" or "behavior" so as to 
rhyme with "our" or "poor," as the 
case may be, or whether they are merely 
bogus etymologists—century . bslated 
Johnsons.
